DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a method for transporting a molecule 
through a mammal's mammalian barrier membrane of at least one layer of cells 
comprising the step of ablating said portion of said mammalian barrier membrane 
forced through the at least one opening with a shear member of said shear device, 
wherein the shear member ablates said portion of the mammalian barrier membrane 
by moving over the sheet and the at least one opening in combination with the other 
limitations recited in claim 1 . The examiner is interpreting "ablate" to mean "the 
removal of at least one layer of cells on the membrane" as defined by the applicant in 
the specification. The prior art discloses either penetrating or puncturing of the barrier 
membrane and does not specifically teach the ablation recited in claim 1 .
